somewhat hastily dealt with. He called atten- 


tion to certain anomalies in the Order issued by 
the Local Government Board, and said ap- 
parently according to it the more voters they 
had in á division the less persons they had to 
represent them. That was proportional repre- 
sentation as understood by the Local Govern- 
ment Board, In the North Dock and North 
City, where there were 10,837 voters, there was 
one representative less than in Arran quay, 
with a voting strength of 9,786. He thought 
the subject should be referred back to the Local 
Government Board, and he moved that a depu- 
tation proceed to that body to get an explana- 
tion on the matter. 

Alderman Dr. McWalter seconded. He agreed 
they were rather hasty on the last occasion 
when they were considering the redistribution 
scheme. 

Alderman Quaid submitted it was not in order 
to rescind a resolution of the Council in regard 
to the action it took on the order of the Local 
Government Board, and which was recorded on 
the minutes. He was quite satisfied with the 
action of the Local Government Board, which 
took cognisance of the responsible interests of 
the city. 

The Town Clerk said the Local Government 
Board had altered the scheme which he had put 
forward. The Local Government Board's 
scheme was adopted, and they received a sealed 
copy of it.

SALARIES AND THE POSITION OF 


MEDICAL OFFICERS, 

A special meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Guardians was held yesterday for the purpose of 
considering matters relating to the position and 
conditions of the medical officers of the Union, 
The Chairman, Mr. John Scully, J. P., presided. 

The Chairman said that Dr. MeCarthy, Loca! 
Government Board Inspector, had had a confer- 
ence with the medical staff, and an arrange- 
ment had been come to, subject, to the approval 
of the Board, that instead of a inaximum salary 
of £350 it be left at £300, and that the Board 
do not insist on the training of probationary 
purses at present. 

The Chairman moved the following resolu- 
tion :—" That we agree to the suggestions of the 
Local Government Board, in their letter of the 
30th September, 1919, with the following amend- 
ments—The initial salary of Visiting Medical 
Officers be £200, rising by annual increments to 
£300 in ten years; that instead of four Resident 
Medical Officers, as suggested, we agree to the 
appointment of three at salaries suggested of 
£150 a year each, rising by £10 annually to 
£250 a year. We also agree to abolish the per- 
manent office held by Dr. M‘Namara, and per- 
mit him to retire on a superannuation allow- 
ance. We further agree to the suggestion with re- 
ference to Miss Toher, subject to £50 increase 
instead of „4286. We also agree to the letter 
from Visiting Medical Officers with regard to 
the performance of each otber's duties during 
vacation, this also to refer to the Resident Medi- 
cal Officers.” 

TRANSFER OF INMATES. 

A deputation of the Rathdown Board of Guar- 
dians attended to put forward a request that 
the proposed charge of 886. per capita for in- 
mates proposed to be transferred to the Dublin 
Union from Rathdown Union be reduced. 

Mr. Colgan urged that in the interests of the 
poor the system of outdoor relief should be 
improved, and so keep the poor at home.

Premium Bonds. 


The debate on Premium Bonds was held 
in the House of Commons yesterday. Mr. 
Horatio Bottomley proposed that an issue 
of Premium Bonds should be made in 
order to reduce the great debt under which 
the country is staggering, and to divert 
‘large sums of money, which are being spent 
in an unproductive manner, to useful ends. 
Premium Bonds are a very simple matter. 
A Government issues a loan, which, in 
the ordinary course of events, would carry 
interest at, say, 4 per cent, In this case 
the interest is fixed at, say, 24 per cent., 
and the remaining 14 per cent. is used in 
the provision of large prizes, the recipients 
of which are chosen by lot. Thus, if 
£100,000,000 were subscribed, £1,500,000 
would be available for prizes every year. 
The money subscribed is not lost to the 
subscriber, whether he secures: or fails 
to secure a prize. Therefore, there 
is no analogy between Premium Bonds 
and ordinary gambling. The advantages 
of such an issue are apparent. Premium 
Bonds issued at a low price—say, £5, £10, 
or even £20—would. attract a section of 
the community which has no interest in 
ordinary loans. The working man would 
secure a stake in the country, and the 
promoters of the scheme assert that his 
sense of responsibility as a citizen would 
be increased. Furthermore, a great deal 
of money which at present is being spent 
on racecourses and in speculation on the 
Stock Exchange would, doubtless, find its 
way into the National Exchequer, and, 
instead of swelling the pockets of book- 
makers, would help to reduce our enor- 
mous debt. Finally, there is an excellent

In order to make the criminal employ- 
ment of motor cars more difficult it has 
required every driver of a car in Ire 
land to get a permit from the police which 
will carry his photograph and other details 
of identification. The drivers’ Union re- 
fuses to allow its members to apply for 
these permits, and has declared a strike. 
Why? Its only specific reason is that the 
demand is humiliating, and that acceptance 
of it would label the drivers as “ ticket-ol- 
leave’’ men. If that be true, every Irish- 
man who crossed from Kingstown to Holy- 
head during the war was labelled as a 
“ticket-of-leave ’. man, and every Irish- 
man or Englishman who’ travels on the 
Continent of Europe to-day endures the 
same insult. The notion is wholly absurd.

LORD MAYOR'S STATEMENT. 

The Lord Mayor joined with the jury in their 
expression of eympathy and their declaration in 
regard to the crime.

as & dangerous criminal; whether this treat- 
ment of an officer under arrest was a breach 
of all Army Regulations; whether the right 
hon. gentleman could state who was responsible 
for this outrage on an officer of such a dis- 
tinguished record and a member of the gallant 
Australian Forces, which had rendered such in- 
comparable assistance at the most critical 
moments in the battle front; and whether all 
the officials responsible would be immediately 


| dismissed ?

Mr. Devilin—Is it the opinion of the right 
hon. gentleman that a matter of this sort 
should be brought before the House by an 
Irish member instead of some member of the 
Government rising in his place to repudiate the 
conduct of those responsible? 

Mr. Bonar Law—The hon. member is mis- 
taken. The Government did not wait for his 
intervention. We realise that this is a matter 
which must be gone into to the bottom, and 
we are doing so. 

Mr. MacVeagh asked whether any representa- 
tions bed been received from Mr. Hughes, the 
Prime Minister of Australia. 

Mr. Bonar Law—-I have not seen any, but it is 
very likely that there may have been. I quite un- 
derstand that there would be a feeling about the 
matter, but what more can we do than give a 
definite promise to go into it?
